The amendment to the claims filed June 24, 2005 is improper in that it fails to set 
forth claim 1. 

The disclosure is objected to because the certificate of corrections has not been 
entered into the specification as required. Note that the insertion of the matter set forth 
in the certificate of corrections into the specification does need to be underlined 
because said material is part of the original patent. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Applicant's statement that a new specification has been provided which inserts 
matter from the certificate of correction directly into specification has been noted. 
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However, said specification has not been found. Note that a new specification is not 
required but only the submission of the amended paragraphs. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1), a supplemental reissue oath/declaration 
under 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1) must be received before this reissue application can be 
allowed since new claims 6-19 have been added. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue declaration 
under 35 U.S.C. 251 . See 37 CFR 1 .175. The nature of the defect is set forth above. 

Receipt of an appropriate supplemental oath/declaration under 37 CFR 
1 .175(b)(1 ) will overcome this rejection under 35 U.S.C. 251 . An example of acceptable 
language to be used in the supplemental oath/declaration is as follows: 

"Every error in the patent which was corrected in the present reissue application, and is not covered by 
a prior oath/declaration submitted in this application, arose without any deceptive intention on the part 
of the applicant." 



Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. The term "eliminating" is not described or suggested by the 
specification as originally filed. Note that in the specification in column 4, lines 53-60 it 
is stated that the elimination of R2 and R3 groups can be carried out by treatment with 
an acid in an alcohol or with tetrabutyl ammonium fluoride in tetrahydrofuran and 
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elimination of R1 group can be carried out by homogeneous or heterogeneous 
hydrogenolysis i.e. the specification does not provide support for eliminating by any 
method as encompassed by claim 2. 

Applicant's arguments filed June 24, 2005 have been considered but have not 
been found persuasive. 

Applicant contends that at the time of filing, one of ordinary skill in the art would 
know that numerous methods of eliminating were available. This argument has not 
been found persuasive because it is not clear from the specification as originally filed 
that any other methods of eliminating than those specifically disclosed were 
contemplated at the time the instant invention was made. 

Claims 3-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
